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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of 
Gaudiana and Kang is improper because Gaudiana teaches co-sensitizers having conjugation of a free eletron pair on nitrogen with 
hybridized orbitals of aromatic rings, there is no motivation to replace the co-sensitizer of Guadiana with the acids of Kang and there is 
nothing in the references that suggests the acids of Kang are equivalent to the co-sensitizers of Guadiana. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees and believes the Applicant has misunderstood the explantion in the rejection. There is no intention to replace the co-sensitizer 
of Guadina. Guadiana teaches carboxylic compounds with nitrogen (See paragraphs 0116-0118); Kang teaches using carboxylic 
compound such as benzoic acid, acetic acid, butyric acid (See table 1 on page 3052); it would have been obvious to one of the skilled in 
the art to use (or add) the carboxylic compounds as taught by Kang (into the dye-sensitized solar cell of Guadiana). The combination is 
proper because first of all Kang teaches the carboxylic compounds (such as acetic acid, butyric acid and benzoic acid) provide a dramatic 
improvement in the stability together with an increase in short-circuit photocurrent and decrease in the open-circuit photovoltage (see 
conclusion of Kang), secondly the addition of carboxylic compounds of Kang would not change or effect the functions of either carboxylic 
Compounds of Kang and Guadiana since they are both carboxylic compounds. 
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
